Since  its  founding  on  December  4, 1906,  Alpha  Phi 
Alpha  Fraternity,  Inc.  has  supplied  voice  and  vision  to 
the  struggle  of  African-Americans  and  people  of  color 

around  the  world.  Alpha  Phi  Alpha,  the  first 

intercollegiate  Greek-letter  fraternity  established  for 

African-Americans,  was  founded  at  Cornell  University 

in  Ithaca,  New  York  by  seven  college  men.  The 

Fraternity  initially  served  as  a  study  and  support 

group  for  minority  students  who  faced  racial 

prejudice,  both  educationally  and  socially,  at  Cornell. 

The  Jewel  founders  and  early  leaders  of  the  Fraternity 

succeeded  in  laying  a  firm  foundation  for  Alpha  Phi 

Alpha's  principles  of  scholarship,  fellowship,  good 

character,  and  the  uplifting  of  humanity.  Alpha  Phi 

Alpha  chapters  were  established  at  other  colleges  and 

universities,  soon  after  the  founding  at  Cornell.  The 

first  Alumni  Chapter  was  established  in  1911.  While 

continuing  to  stress  academic  excellence  among  its 

members,  Alpha  also  recognized  the  need  to  help 

correct  the  educational,  economic,  political,  and  social 

injustices  faced  by  African-Americans.  Alpha  Phi  Alpha 

has  long  stood  at  the  forefront  of  the  African-American 

community's  fight  for  civil  rights  through  leaders  such 

as:  W.E.B.  DuBois,  Adam  Clayton  Powell,  Jr.,  Edward 

Brooke,  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  Thurgood  Marshall, 

Andrew  Young,  William  Gray,  Paul  Robeson,  and  many 

others.  True  to  its  form  as  the  "first  of  firsts,"  Alpha 

Phi  Alpha  has  been  interracial  since  1945.

In  1912,  a  small,  local  Fraternity  of  Catholic 

women  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  in  Ann 

Arbor,  was  struggling.  The  organization  had 

originally  been  formed  by  Father  Edward  D. 

Kelly  in  1909,  when  he  was  pastor  of  the  student 

chapel  at  the  University.  He  believed  that  there 

should  be  some  kind  of  home  life  provided  for 

the  young  Catholic  women  who  attended  the 

University  and  he  realized  that  a  sorority  offered 

such  society,  friendship,  and  atmosphere.  Several 

women  students  were  originally  very  interested  in 

joining,  partly  because  Catholics  were  not  always 

welcome  in  the  other  Greek-letter  sororities  on 

campus.  By  founding  this  new  sorority,  Catholic 

women  had  sorority  life  opened  to  them. 

Unfortunately,  however,  by  the  late  spring  of 

1912  membership  in  Omega  Upsilon  was  low  and 

the  treasury  was  unable  to  support  the  activities 

of  the  group.  From  this  humble  beginning,  Theta 

Phi  Alpha  has  blossomed  to  a  strong  47  chapters 

nationally  with  five  colonies!
